In Section 2 of the Office Action, claims 49 and 91 stand reject;d under 3 5 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maillard et at. (EP 0 963 1 15; hereinafter refeiied to as 
"Maillard") in view of Sezan et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,236,395; hereinafter referred to as 
"Sezan"), Ellis ei al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,926; hereinafter referred to as "Ellis"), Chaganti et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,845,448; hereinafter referred to as "Chaganti"), E-Uesson ei a/. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,098,099; hereinafter referred to as "EUesson"), Levinson (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,926), 
Hooper et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,671.225; hereinafter referred to as "Hooper"), an.} Fisher et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,367,686; hereinafter referred to as "Fisher"). 

Claims 49 and 91 have been canceled. 

$ 103 Rejection of Claims 55 and 87 

In Section 3 of the Office Action, claims 55 and 87 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hendricks et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,fi59,549; hi:reinafter 
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referred to as "Hendricks") in view of Maillard and Sezan. 
Claims 55 and 87 have been canceled.

In view of the foregoing, entry of this amendment, and the allowance of ttds application 
with claims 51 and 93 are respectfully solicited.
